The point at which 
tide w ater will be readied is not yet de­ 
cided, as propositions have been made 
by those interested in the welfare of Arch 
Beach to have the track run to that 
place. 


Mb la t o P o s e I n t o t h e l l a n d a o f t h e 
S a n t a F e . 
The Santa Fe is making the running in 
th e race for railroad predominance in 
Southern California and another impor­ 
ta n t move has just been made. 
It will 
be remembered that from Santa Ana to 
Newport Landing, a distance of about 
twelve miles surveys were made some 
tim e ago by engineers in the employ of 
M r. McFad den, who afterwards obtained 
th e right-of-way for a road between the 
two points. Some work, not very much, 
was done in the part of the country near 
the coast, but the most attention was 
given to the construction of a huge 
wharf, and of late, preparations have 
been made to rush it through. The lum­ 
ber is on hand, the pile-drivers are ready 
and the piles are treated with a prepar­ 
ation to enable them to resist the ravages 
of the teredo. Last week Chief Engineer 
Perris, of the Santa Fe road, who is an­ 
nounced as one of the directors of the 
Santa Ana & Newport road, paid a visit 
to the scene, and a9 a result of this the 
Santa Fe men were put in the field yes­ 
terday to push the line through. As 
there is twenty-four feet of water at the 
end of the proposed wharf, and Santa 
Ana is daily becoming of commercial im ­ 
portance it will be seen the vast advan­ 
tage that such a road will be to the Santa 
F e, especially since the completion of 
the new line to San Diego, which places 
Santa Ana in direct communication with 
th is city. 


THROUGH TH E JOAQUIN. 


T h e S . P . H e a d i n g O ff I n t e n d i n g 
C o m p e tito r s . 
The new line which the Southern Pa­ 
cific is constructing from Tracy along 
th e W est San Joaquin has reached Ar- 
mona, the point where a junction is 
formed with the extension from Huron.

POSTPONEMENT 
OK 
BUSINESS. 


The S tree t S w eeping C o n tract—Lack 
o f School H ouses and O ther 
M atters of In te re st. 


The City Council met yesterday morn­ 
ing, President Hum phreys in the chair 
and Messrs. M athews, Barrett, Book, 
Lovell, Collins, H anley, Bosbyshell and 
Sinsabaugh present. 
The Bridge Committee asked a week’s 
further time on the m atter of the bridge 
across Downey avenue. Granted. 
The City Attorney gave as his opinion 
that the city has no cause of action 
against a party slandering a city officer. 
The party injured was the only one who 
had a cause of action. 
M ayor W orkman sent a message to 
the effect th at he would resume his 
duties on Thursday. 
City Auditor Teed read his estim ate of 
the expenses of the city for the coming 
year. 
He said he had understood tbat 
some of the Councilmen had thought 
that $1.30 on $100 would be a high 
enough rate, b ut he had carefully gone 
over the figures as published in the 
H e r a l d and could not see how it was 
possible to fix the levy at less than $1.50 
on each $100. 
Mr. Lovell moved that the rate be 
fixed at $1.50 for the yea* 
Captain Barrett seconded the motion 
and said th at he had examined the 
figures and could not 
see how any 
smaller rate could be fixed. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh asked that the m atter 
lay over until some other Councilmen 
made their appearance. 
The Board of Health asked th a t an or­ 
dinance tie drawn up prohibiting the 
hitching of horses for more tnan half an 
hour at a time on Main, Bpring and Fort 
streets, between the Plaza and Fourth 
streets. 
Captain Barrett thought if an ordin­ 
ance was drawn it should be so as to pro­ 
hibit the standing of team s in front of 
buildings without the consent of the oc­ 
cupants of the same. 
The m atter was referred to the Board 
of H ealth to draw up the ordinance. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh asked what was being 
done about the cleaning of the streets. 
Captain B arrett said that the machine 
was here and the contractor was ready to 
work as soon as his contract was ap­ 
proved. 
The bond wae fixed at $10,000. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh moved tbat the Arroyo 
de los Keyes be piped across Figueroa 
street, so as to relieve Pacheco street of 
a pond of stagnant water. 
Referred to 
the City Engineer to report upon at the 
next meeting. 
The Board of Public W orks recom­ 
m ended the granting of a franchise to 
the W ater Street and Santa Fe Avenue 
Railroad Company. Laid over. 
The draft of an ordinance relating to 
the granting of building permits was read 
and on motion of Captain B arrett, who 
thorght that it could not be carried out, 
and that the new charter would probably 
cover the ground better, the m atter was 
indefinitely postponed. 
Captain B arrett moved that the clerk 
be instructed to publish the resolutions 
of a ward as required by the Voorman 
act, without being sent to the Mayor for 
his signature. Carried. 
A deed from Mayor Workman, et al., 
for a street to be known as Willie street, 
iu Boyle H eights, was referred to the 
City Surveyor to see if the lines were all 
right. 
The Electric Light Company subm itted 
a report showing a num ber of im prove­ 
m ents under way, and Btated that it was 
ready to furnish all the lights neeeded. 
Mr. M athews said that he had visited 
the works and had found that the im ­ 
provements were being made. 
There 
were in hand petitions for seventeen 
electric light m asts and he asked, for the 
gas committee, a w eek’s further time to 
report as to the proper places to put the 
m asts. Granted. 
Resolutions to pave a portion of Pearl 
street, to sidewalk H ill street, to improve 
portions of First street, Bellevue avenue, 
New Depot street, Sotello street, Com 
mercial 
street, 
Arcadia street, and 
Second street, were read and ordered 
published according to law. 
Mr. Lovell moved that the City Sur­ 
veyor prepare the resolutions for sewer­ 
ing the streets named. Carried. 
Judge Ling appeared in behalf of the 
people along Mission road which had 
been graded. There had been no sprink­ 
ling on the Btreet and it was reported 
th at there was no water. This was not 
true for the East Side W ater Company 
had a four-inch main crossing the street 
and this could bo tapped. The people 
wanted relief. 
On motion of Captain B arrett the m at­ 
ter was referred to the City Attorney and 
Street 
buperintendent with power to 
act. 
, 
A recess was taken at this point to 1 :30 
o’clock. 


Mr. Bosbyshell said that he was in fa­ 
vor of the $1.50 rate. 
The city should 
have enough money to run on or else it 
had better shut up shop. 
If there was 
anything tbat was mean it was a city 
th a t could’nt pa., its debts. 
Mr. Collins did not object to the rate 
being fixed at $1.50, and did not see how 
it could be lowered. 
Mr. Bosbyshell did not think that the 
people objected to paying the city assess­ 
m ent for the money raised is to be spent 
here. They object to paying the county 
rate, where the money raised is sent up 
north to be spent in another part of the 
State. 
The motion to make the rate $1.50 was 
carried, Mr. H um phreys alone voting 
no. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh and Captain Barrett 
asked Mr. Hum phreys why he voted no, 
and he replied that he did so because 
the assessm ent was not large enough to 
make the rate smaller. 
City Auditor Teed said that the rate 
fixed would not carry the city through 
the year. 
Justice King sent in a communication 
asking for a room to try criminals in. 
Laid over for Judge Cheney’s opinion. 
There were several im portant m atters 
to come before the Council, but they re­ 
quired ten votes, and as there were not 
ten members present, an adjournment 
was taken until next Monday. 

Kubach et al., protesting 
against the grading of Seventh street, be­ 
tween Los Angeles and Ban Pedro streets. 
Francisco A. McDougall, for a quit 
claim deed. 
S. A. W. Carner, for rebate of taxes.

In his celebrated message of the Ctfe of 
November last, Mr. Cleveland, while ob­ 
jecting to the continuance of an exorbi­ 
tant War tariff, which piled up an enor­ 
mous surplus in the treasury of the 
U nited States, thus cram ping busiaess 
and minifying values, said th a t, call it 
by w hat name you pleased, it was neces­ 
sary to impose duties on foreign manu­ 
factures as long as we had to raise reve­ 
nue for the m aintenance of th e Govern1 
m ent, the paym ent of the interest on the 
National debt and the pensions of the 
soldier, and he clearly said that these 
duties should be so laid as to protect the 
American workingman. 
Mr. Cleveland 
and the Democratic party have shown 
by act and utterance, and no man has 
shown it more clearly than Mr. Roger Q. 
Mills, that they believe in so imposing the 
duties required for the necessities of the 
government as to afford^ncidental pro­ 
tection. 
They are in favor of protection 
but not of excessive protection. They 
are not in favor of free trade but of that 
freer trade which will really invigorate 
and expand our manufactures. 
A lot of college dilettanti or doctrin­ 
aires insist upon free trade. 
The Demo­ 
cratic party does not. It simply realizes 
certain truths a knowledge of which is 
spreading rapidly amongst the masses. 
The Democrat does not go as far as the 
doctrinaires. 
He stops at the point of 
common sense. 
H e plants himself on 
th e approved ground occupied by Jeffer­ 
son and Jackson. 
He calls for reduction 
in the excessive tariff rates inherited 
from the war, and he is thus in precisely 
th e attitude assumed by both of the 
great national parties in 1884, and re­ 
. affirmed by the Democratic party in 
1888. 
H e recognizes facts and cheerfully de- 
• scends into the arena of argument. 
W hen are workingmen most prosper­ 
ous? In good times. W hen are times 
good ? W hen trade is good and business 
active. 
W hat is necessary to make trade good 
and business active ? An ample market. 
W hat is meant by an ample market 
One that will take up all that we can 
produce on our farms or in our shops, 
except w hat we need for home consump­ 
tion. 
Have we such a market now? 
No, we have not, for every year there is 
a surplus of our products unsold. Or 
else, in order to prevent the accumula­ 
tion of such a surplus our mills shut down 
4>r run short handed, and thus instead of 
getting rid of our surplus by selling it, we 
cut it off by limiting production. 
And 
limiting production means a stagnant 
trade, dull times, and low wages or no 
wages at all for the workingman. 
W hat hinders us from 
having an 
Ample market? The war protectionists, 
in their wisdom insist in shutting us up 
to the Home m arket. How do they ac­ 
com plish this? In several ways. For 
instance, they tax the raw material which 
o u r manufacturers use, and thus make it 
difficult, and in some cases impossible, 
for the manufacturers to comj ete in for­ 
eign m arkets w ith the manufacturers of 
o th er nations, who get their raw m a­ 
terial untaxed. Wool pays a duty of ten 
cents a pound, and we export about 
$600,000 of woolen 
goods 
annually. 
W hereas we export $15,000,000 worth 
of cotton m anufacture; there is no duty 
on raw cotton. 
So with leather m anu­ 
factures. We export $10,000,000 worth 
of th e m ; there is no tax on hides. 
This tax on raw materials, then, is one 
of the greatest obstacles to our getting 
into the markets of the world. 
The whole trouble is that the boasted 
Home Market isn’t big enough, and yet 
our war protectionists want to shat us up 
to that, so that we may grow rich by swap­ 
ping jackets with one another. 
There 
are plenty of people to buy all we have to 
■ell, if we could only get to them. 
But 
mu silly war tariff laws stand in the way. 


C o n f i r m a t i o n 
of a most positive sort, 
multiplies on all hands, going to show 
th a t there is a m arked and general im­ 
provem ent in progress in th e real estate 
market. There is a n am ount of confi­ 
dence afloat in the air which most em ­ 
phatically proclaims th e fact that hold­ 
ers are rapidly getting into such a posi­ 
tion as will enable them to dictate term s 
to buyers.

Where Are Our Ekteemed Comtem* 
porary-'s Brain Butchers? 


E d it o r s H e r a l d —The correct spelling 
of the name of the great poet of Mantua, 
Virgil, seems to be a mooted question, 
possessing something of casual interest 
at present. Ii custom makes the law of 
orthography, it must be conceded that 
the better spelling is Virgil. 
However, 
this mode of spelling the name has onlv 
the sanction of custom. 
To assert that it 
is never spelled with an e is to confess ig­ 
norance of the orthographic history of the 
word. Dr. Browne in his “ Roman Clas­ 
sical Literature,” page 209, says: “ Ithaa 
been disputed whether his name was Vir­ 
gilios or Vergilius. Most probably both 
orthographies are correct.” Quintillian 
in his “ Institutes of Oratory,” Volume I, 
page 34, says that e was often used in the 
place of i, as Mcnerva (Minerva), Jcber 
(liber), etc. Dr. Andrews, in his Latin 
Lexicon, says that it was spelled in the 
manuscript with an e. 
Webster sats it 
was spelled both VirBi! and Vergil. Cham­ 
bers’ “ Universal Knowledge,” Volume 
, 
’ 
18, says: " It is wore accurate 
(¡Repelled Vergilius.” 
These authorities will suffice to vindi­ 
cate your orthography of the word.

The speaker having the good 
sense to talk about what interests the 
people of this vicinity most, he spoke of 
the great saving to the grain-raisers of 
the valley if the Mills bill could become 
the law of the lan,d. 
A saving of $5 on 
every $100 was worth sometbing. The 
speaker, seeing th at he was in a new 
country, not yet fenced, next spoke of 
the heavy tax on wire fencing of $45 on 
$100, that benefited nobody but the iron 
king and the manufacturing lord of the 
East, who on the average paid the labor­ 
ers a less num ber of dollars annually 
than there are revolutions of the earth in 
its course around the sun per annum . 
The speaker said justice dem anded that 
the protection of $2 per thousand on lum 
ber should be taken off instanter, as the 
recipients of the people’s generosity were 
now conspiring against their lienefactors 
by forming a trust to lim it production 
and at the same time advance the price 
of lum ber. 
Is 
it possible th at these 
mighty monopolies which were fathered 
by the Republican party can compel the 
American people to pay two prices for 
lum ber or force them 
to return to 
the caves and rocks of 
antiquity? 
The speaker then gave a short history of 
the copper mines of M ichigan, whose 
shares sold for $25 before the Republicans 
threw the m antle of protection over that 
infant. Now the shares are worth $300. 
In 1883 the output of our copper mines 
am ounted 104,000,000 pounds, aud as­ 
suming that the copper is worth 2 cents 
per pound at I he mine, the protection 
which they receive of 5 cents per pound, 
would give them a straight steal of 3 
cents per pound, which for the output of 
1883 amounted to $3,120,000 
The owners of these mines do not pay 
their laborers any higher wages in re­ 
turn for the enormous burden of over

high wages as the unprotected farm ers of 
the Northwest.

Pension for Total Deafness Raised 
to Thirty Dollars. 


W a s h i n g t o n , 
August 
13.—In 
the 
House, Dubois, of Idaho, offered a reso­ 
lution calling on the Attorney General 
for a list of pardons granted by the 
President to persons convicted of the 
charge of unlawful co-habitation in Utah 
and Idaho since March 4, 1886. 
Re­ 
ferred. 
The floor was then accorded the Com­ 
m ittee on the District of Columbia. The 
first bill came up, authorizing the Com­ 
mission of the District of Columbia to 
condemn property on Rock creek for 
park purposes, gave risa to a protracted 
discussion. The bill was finally recom­ 
mitted on motion of Matson. 
" 
The Senate bill was passed increasing 
to $30 per m onth the rate of pension for 
total deafness. 
W arner, of Missouri, asked unanimous 
consent for consideration of the Depend­ 
ent Pension bill, but Walker, of Missouri, 
objected. 
The House then went into committee 
of the whole on the Fortification Appro­ 
priation bill, and proceeded to consid­ 
eration of the bill by sections. 
Townshend raised a point of order 
against the section providing for a gun 
factory at W aterville, Arizona, contend­ 
ing th a t the Committee of Appropriation 
had no jurisdiction over this subject, but 
that it belonged to tbe Committee on 
Military Affairs. 
Sayers antagonized the point, and 
quoted from the report of the Committee 
on Rules at the time the present code of 
rules was framed, in support of his argu­ 
ment. 
Pending decision, the committee 
rose and the House adjourned. 
NEW BILL. 
Representative Lawler, of Illinois, to­ 
day introduced a bill am endatory of the 
Interstate Commerce law, providing that 
it shall be unlawful for any common car­ 
rier, subject to the provisions of the In ­ 
terstate Commerce law, to carry or trans­ 
port any commodity for any shipper in 
a car or vehicle, owned, leased or in any 
way controlled by such Bhipper.

THE YELLOW FEVER EPIDEMIC. 


Convent of the Sacred Heart Jc 
stroyed by Fire—A Hcbred 
Wedding Party Raided. 


Auocl&ted I’reMDispatches to the H erald. 
B o ston , August 13.—At Meriden 
Conn., 2,000 people welcomed Blaine. 
He spoke as follows: I beg to thank you 
all for this compliment in greeting me so 
cordially. I have time only to say that 
important as the vote of Connecticut al 
ways has been, it is ten fold more im­ 
portant this year. If we can have every 
Republican voter in Connecticut fully 
comprehend and appreciate what the 
vote of this State may mean. I shall rest 
content with the result which your un 
derstanding will bring. Trusting that 
the votes of November may chronicle a 
victory in Connecticut, and as a conse 
quence, a victory to the Nation, I return 
your greeting with all the cordiality with 
which it has been tendered. 
AT HAItTFOKD 
There was gathered an enthusiastic 
crowd. 
Mayor Root Introduced the 
traveling guest, who responded as fol­ 
lows : Less than a fortnight ago I was 
in a country which according to its arena 
is called the richest in the world- old 
England. A large number of counties in 
England have each a population greater 
than that of the whole State of Connecti­ 
cut, but I wish I could compare the sta­ 
tistics of Connecticut with any country, 
or of any community of GOO.ÓOO people 
in England. The comparison would give 
a sharp test by which the good people of 
Connecticut could determine the depress­ 
ing effects of free trade upon the mass of 
laboring men. You are asked now to 
change the tariff system under which 
this prosperity has been attained. The 
country wishes to hear your answer upon 
that point, and awaits to hear it with 
confidence. 
AT SPRINGFIELD 
The largest assemblage of the day was in 
waiting. Among thoae who boarded the 
train to greet Blaine were Mayor Ward. 
ex-Governor Robinson and Elisha Mor­ 
gan. Blaine was introduced and said: 
Gentlemen, it would be sheer vanity in 
me to attribute the assemblage of this 
vast mass of Massachusetts voters with a 
desire to see me. I take it rather as an 
index of the profound interest which you 
feel in the pending contest. In that 
worthy and pacific purpose 1 am most 
heartily with you. I share your feeling. 
I bid you Godspeed. Among the Na­ 
tional policies which have strikingly ad­ 
vanced your State among the States in 
the Union, the policy of protection has 
been the chief. That policy is repre­ 
sented in this contest by Harrison and 
Morton. You should roll up a majority 
for Harrison and Morton of tens of 
thousands, and beyond that in every 
practicable and proper way you ehould 
help your neighbors in Connecticut. 
At the conclusion of Blaine’s speech 
three cheers were given thrice over, with 
a “tiger” appendix. The next stopping 
place was 
WORCESTER. 
Before the city itself was reached there 
were seen from the train, throngs of 
workmen in the numerous factories on 
either side of the railroad, who had sus­ 
pended work and stood at the factory 
windows waiting for Blaine’s train to 
pass. When they saw it they waved their 
hands and cheered. When the depot at 
Worcester was reached, and Blaine’s 
figure was recognized on the rear plat­ 
form of the train, the cheering was vocif­ 
erous. Dr. Burden, of the Republican 
State Committee of Massachusetts, per­ 
formed the act of introduction. Mr.Blaine 
said: 
I 
have 
been 
really 
embarrassed the whole day by such 
demonstrations as this. The crowds 
have not been so large, but everywhere 
the welcomes have been hearty. I re­ 
peat here what I said in Springfield. I 
am not vain enough to suppose that this 
assemblage is simply a personal compli­ 
ment to me. It is rather, and far more 
largely, an exhibition of thé deep sym­ 
pathy which the Republicans in Massa­ 
chusetts have in the pending national 
contest for Harrison and Morton. Mas­ 
sachusetts can do much in this contest, 
and much is expected of her. She can 
lead the way in the contest which shall 
restore the Republican party to national 
power and insure the permanence of a 
sound protection policy to the laborers of 
the United States. Thanking you per­ 
sonally, gentlemen, for the kindness 
which the gathering of this vast multi­ 
tude implies toward myself, and which I 
fully reciprocate, I bid you God-speed 
and farewell. 
AT SOUTH FRAMINGHAM] 
A smaller, but not less enthusiastic gath­ 
ering awaited Blaine. When the train 
stopped a little girl was pushed forward 
through the crowd, bearing aloft in her 
extended arms an American flag wrought 
of flowers, on which was worded the in­ 
scription: “South Framingham—Wel­ 
come James G. Blaine.” The little girl, 
whose name was Ada G. Burt, began a 
Erepared speech with the words: “Mr. 
ilaine, the ladies of South Framingham 
Sresent you this—” but she was cut off 
y J. G. Crawford, of Clinton, who in­ 
troduced Mr. Blaine. The flag, however, 
was received with the usual demonstra­ 
tions of enthusiasm. He began saying: 
The question which íb uniting and in 
spiring the Republican party every­ 
where is best illustrated by tho progress 
and history of Massachusetts; for, after 
all Massachusetts perhaps furnishes the 
finest example of industrial progress in 
the United States. 
At this point Mr. Blaine was interrupt­ 
ed by the backing up of the car which 
caused a general scattering of the crowd. 
“That is the way Harrison and Morton 
are going to scatter the Damoerata unless 
they get out of the way to avoid getting 
hurt.” Before Mr. Blaine had time to 
pick up the thread of hia remarks the 
train began to move, much to the dissa- 
pointment of the large crowd. 
South 
Framingham was the last station at 
which a stop was made. The train sped 
on at a high rate of speed to make up for 
lost time, and despite the numerous de­ 
lays of the day, it rolled into the depot 
at Boston only five minutes behind 
schedule time. 
AT BOSTON. 
On alighting from the train, Mr. Blaine 
was conducted to an open barouche, and 
Dr. Barden, Chairman of the Republican 
State Committee, took a seat beside him. 
The four horses attached were driven 
slowly along the streets to the Vendóme 
Hotel. Mr. Blaine appeared tired and 
worn, ever anon stroking his beard. The 
party arrived at the hotel at 6:35 o’clock, 
From that hour on to 9 o’clock people 
gathered until 10,000 were about the ho­ 


tel balcony. There were a band of music, 
fireworks and cheers. When Mr. Blaine 
appeared he was escorted to the 
balcony by Dr. Burden, Henry C. 
Lodge and O. W. Beard and others. 
Mr. Blaine’s appearance evoked tremen­ 
dous cheers, which were renewed again 
and again. Mr. Blainee turned to Dr. 
Burden and remarked of the balcony on 
which he stood: “There is eomething in­ 
secure about this.” Dr. Burden reas­ 
sured him, however, and after some 
little time it was again possible for Dr. 
Burden to make himself heard. While 
introducing Blaine he used among others 
these words: He (Blaine) comes to us 
to-night, not with the pomp and display 
of a General, but as a private soldier in 
the ranks, ready for orders, but our Gen­ 
eral (Harrison) will not allow him to re­ 
main long in the ranks. He will issue 
to him a commission as commander-in- 
chief of the Republican forces in the field. 
HIS BOSTON SPEECH. 
Mr. Blaine, replying said: My voice 
has been so much worn to-day by speaic­ 
ing that I doubt if I may be beard to t le 
limit of this great assembly, to give 
thanks to their greeting of me to New 
England. For all the absence and feel­ 
ing of an exile that Í felt beyond the 
sea, I am compensated over and over 
again by the magnificent welcome I 
have received since I touched my native 
shore. 
From no town, city or 
State has this been more grate- 
tul 
than 
from 
Boston, 
and 
the great and leading State of Massa­ 
chusetts. Ever since the Republican 
party came into existence, more than a 
generation ago, at no time, on no issue, 
and under no exigency has Massachu­ 
setts failed to respond for the right. 
Never was Massachusetts called on for a 
more important part than in this year of 
grace, 1888, in electing Harrison and 
Morton. What Massachusetts says she 
can do she will do. Already our oppo­ 
nents have taken the alarm, and the 
Young Men’s Democratic Clubs of Mas­ 
sachusetts have set themselves the task 
to prove that you can introduce 
free trade in the United States without 
reducing the wages of American laborers. 
They are alarmed; President Cleveland 
is alarmed; the supporters of the Mills 
bill are alarmed; the Democratic party 
is alarmed, because they know the 
mighty power of that host which earns 
its bread by the sweat of the brow, and 
it will resent the attempt to place them 
on the low basis of the European plan.

HE SUFFERS A SERIOUS RELAPSE 


San Joaquin Ranch Sold—Coronado 
Wants To Be Incorporated. 
Coast Culliiiffs. 


At'Fl ICTEU FI.OKI DA. 
The Exodus From Jacksonville. 
Ilusincss P aralyzed. 
J a c k so n v il l e, Fla., August 13.—The 
fever panic continues. People are leav­ 
ing the city by every known means of 
exodus. Outlying cities and towns, both 
near and distant, are continually estab­ 
lishing quarantine against us. The po­ 
lice force has been increased and mount­ 
ed police now patrol the streets night 
and day. No case of yellow’ fever has 
yet occurred among tho negro population. 
Business is completely paralyzed and 
negroes out of work gather in knots in 
tho streets and, it is feared, will soon 
begin to plunder and pillage the hun­ 
dreds of unoccupied houses in the 
city. Rumors of martial laws are afloat. 
The situation does not yet demand it, but 
may at most any hour if the thousands of 
blacks remain out of work. By reason 
of the exodus from the city, the banks 
have been largely drawn upon for funds. 
No deposits are coming in as the mer­ 
chants find it impossible to collect ac­ 
counts. The Florida Savings Bank and 
Real Estate Exchange this morning 
posted a notice on its door to the eflect 
that the pressure upon it had forced it to 
take advantage of the sixty-day rule, 
with reference to the withdrawal of de­ 
posits. No funds will be paid out at 
present. This 
has not caused a 
mnie as yet, 
but 
will 
when 
becomes more generally known. 
Lime, sulphur and tar have been ordered 
in large quantities, and to-night sev­ 
eral hundred fires will be kindled all 
over the city, two or three in every 
block in order to kill fever germs if pos­ 
sible. To-morrow the “concussion” theory 
of killing germs will be given a practical 
test. Wilson’s battery with five pieces 
of artillery will begin firing continuously 
from i o’clock for several hours. Nearly 
every hotel, boarding house and restau­ 
rant in the city has been closed, and the 
proprietors have fled. Only two new 
cases of yellow fever are reported in the 
city as occurring in the last twenty-four 
hours. 
HEBREW OPPRESSION.

The London Star says: T. P. O’Con­ 
nor, its editor and member of Parlia­ 
ment for Liverpool, and John Redmond, 
member of Parliament for Wexford, have 
entered suit for ¡ibel against the Times 
in the English Court of the Queen’s 
Bench. 
The Parnellite members of Parliament 
have determined to apply to the Com­ 
mission of inquiry for the appointment 
of a special Commission to go to Ameri­ 
ca for the purpose of inspecting certain 
documents. 
A dispatch from India says there are 
3,C00 reinforced Thibetans in Joliapla 
Pass. A British force 185 strong, with 
four mountain guns, is marching to at­ 
tack them. 
The amount of damage which Parnell 
asks for in his suit against the Times is 
£50,000. He bases his action on the let­ 
ters which the Times published in 1887, 
and on the letters and statements intro­ 
duced by the defense in the trial of O’­ 
Donnell’s case against the Times. 
The appointment just conferred upon 
Count Von Moltke was held by the late 
Emperor Frederick until he ascended 
the throne, since when it has been 
vacant.

Sometim es pa 
tlents feel as though their whole bead was in a 
H ate of rottenness, so great is th e am ount of 
m atter discharged and so fetid Is its odor. The 
patient is greatly annoyed by the constant drop­ 
ping into th e th ro at of the morbid m atter from 
the head, aud as a recum bent position n atu r­ 
ally favors the flow dow nw ard, his rest is fre­ 
quently disurbed from this cause. Many snfibr- 
erf ar<* obliged to lie w ith the head very m uch 
elevated In order to sleep with some degree 
of com fort. 
In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm 
collects behind and above th e soft palate, in 
the passage between the th ro at and head, ad­ 
hering to the partB with glulsh tenacity. Its 
lodgem ent embarrasses respiration and creates 
a sensation of irritation and uneasiness in the 
affected locality, w hich gives rise to a constant 
and alm ost Irresistible desire to relieve the dis­ 
com fort by draw ing th e m ucus Into th e throat, 
so as to eject it by th e m outh.

Cases are occasionally m et w ith in w hich a 
thick, viscid, slim y secretion coats the m em ­ 
brane of th e nasal cavities, and th en putrifies, 
giving rise to a stench whioh is really overpow­ 
ering and sufficiently fetid to poIbod th e atm os­ 
phere of a whole room ; and there are others In 
which all the Becretious of th e m em brane are 
suspended, causing an unpleasant feeling of 
dryness, heat and leverlshness in the head and 
nose—a condition popularly know n as “Dry 
u ata rrh .” 
' 
The disease speedily extends to the air cavi­ 
ties of th e bones of th e forehead an d face, giv­ 
ing rise to a distressing sensation of heavy 
w eight or com pression over tb e forehead, espe­ 
cially in the region above and between the 
eyes, and to a feeling of fullness, heat, irrita­ 
tion, sorenesB, or pain in the nostrils near the 
root of th e nose, as well as in the npyer part of 
the throat, above and behind th e soft palate. 
Sometimes there is pain obstinately fixed in 
some particular part, as in th e tem ple, on the 
top of th e head, a t th e back of th e neck, or be­ 
hind th e orbits, and occasionally pain m ani­ 
fests itself In the face of so severe a character 
th at it is frequently m Utaken for neuralgia. 
The breath is always tainted .an d at tim es as­ 
sum es an exceedingly fetid and sickening odor.

In 
soma cases patients com plain of an uncom fort­ 
able feeling of fullness, or a choky sensation in 
the throat, and in others of a distressing and al­ 
most constant dryness for the tem porary relief 
of w hich tney nave to swallow frequently. 
Others, again, speak of a constant bad or nause­ 
ous taste in the m outh or throat. 
The stomach generally suffers m ore or les*, 
aud becomes weak and irritable, the appetite is 
capricious, and nearly always bad in th e m orn­ 
ing.
